Which kn« .v no m anner diviuity, 
bang out their anthem s and shook with glee. 
The doubter camo home with cheerful eyes ; 
His friends made marvel in what fctrange wise 
A t length lie had gotten saving grace. 
Then he spake and answered before their face : 
“ Your lords be many, and many your creeds ; 
Une is the kinship of m en’s good deeds, 
Of true m en’s work that remains on earth, 
Uf truth and love th a t give life its worth. 
Here is our good, and our treasure stole. 
This let u i gather, and crave no more. 
This world is lovely, what e’er befall; 
1 know not th e Power behind it all, 
B ut the wealth of sunshine in field aud wood 
Fills me with joyful tiu st in the good : 
And who comea not thence with a lighter heart, 
And a mind attuned to the better part. 
Loving the better his fellow-men, 
Must, I think, be a pedant or dull of ken. 
So perhaps ’tis a thought not all unblest 
That God Almighty's church is the best.” 
Aud the Churchmen, High, Low, and Broad 
agreed

The place ia almost inaccessible, having 
hut little intercourse with the world, and 
is marked by a barbarous etyle of living, 
aud by the prevalence of intermarriage, 
with its usual concomitants of 
weak­ 
mindedness, morbidness and idiocy ; con­ 
sequently superstition flourishes. 
After a 
long drought in February, March and April 
last, a religious procession was organized to 
obtain rain. 
The statue of Saint Francis 
was carried round, and the deolaration of 
a fanatic that he saw water flowing on the 
face of the saint was readily taken up by 
the credulous crowd. 
The miracle was at­ 
tributed to the intercession of a girl named 
Rosalia Giallonbarda,who, having formerly 
suffered from epilepsy, believed she had 
been cared by the saint, and was the sub­ 
ject of an excessive mysticism, with hallu­ 
cinations. 
Her frenzy was caught by ber 
relatives and neighbors, and spread abroad 
till the crowds of fanatics coming to visit 
her and the saint became so formidable that 
she was arrested. 
This “ sacrilege ” only 
stimulated the popular excitement.

0U & 
FLAG. 


The flag for which the heroes fohght, for 
which they died, ia the symbol of all we 
are, of all we hope to be. 
It is the em­ 
blem of equal rights. 
It means freo hands, 
free lips, self-government, and the Bover- 
eignity of the individual. 
It means that 
this continent has been dedicated to free­ 
dom. 
It means universal education—light 
for every mind, knowledge for every child. 
It means that the school-house is the for­ 
tress of liberty. 
It means that “ govern­ 
ments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the g o v e r n e d th a t each man 
is acconntable to and for the Government - 
that responsibility goes hand in hand with 
liberty. 
I t means that it is the duty of 
every citizen to bear his share of the public 
burden—to take part in the affairs of bis 
town, his county, his S:ate, and his coun­ 
try. 
It meanB that the ballot-box is the 
ark of the covenant ; that the source of au­ 
thority must not be poisoned. 
It means 
the perpetual right of peaceful revolu­ 
tion. 
It means that every citizen 
of 
the Republic, native or naturalized, must 
be protected at home iu every State, 
abroad in every land, on every sea. 
It 
means that all distinctions based on birth 
or blood have perished from our laws ; that 
our Government shall stand between labor 
and capital, between the weak and strong, 
between the individual and the corpora­ 
tion, between want aud wealth, and give 
and guarantee simple justice to each and 
all. 
It means that there shall be a legal 
remedy for every wrong. 
It means na­ 
tional hospitality—that we must welcome 
to our shores the exiles of the world, and 
that we may not drive them bank. 
Some 
may be deformed by labor, dwarfed by 
hunger, broken in spirit, victims of tyranny 
and caste 
in whose sad faces may bs read 
the touching record of a weary life—and 
yet their children, born of liberty and love, 
will be symmetrical and fair, intelligent and 
fres. 
That flag is the emblem of a supreme 
will—of a nation’s power. 
Beneath its 
folds the weakest must be protected and 
the strongest must obey. 
It shields and 
canopies alike the loftiest mansion aud the 
rudest hut. 
That flag was given to the air 
in the Revolution's darkest days. 
It rep­ 
resents the sufferings of the past, the 
glories yet to be, aDd, like the bow of 
heaven, it is the child of storm and sun. 
Tnis day is sacred to the great heroic host 
who kept this flag above our heads, sacred 
to the living and the dead, sacred to the 
scarred and maimed, sacred to the wives 
who gave their husbands, to the mothers 
who gave their sons. 
Here in this peaceful land of ours—here 
where the sun shines, where flqwers grow, 
where children play—millions of armed 
men battled for the right and breasted on a 
thousand fields the iron storms of war. 
'in ese brave, these incomparable men, 
founded the Republic. 
They fulfilled the 
prophecies, they 
brought 
to pass the 
dreams, they realized th6 hopes that all the 
great, the good, and wise, and just have 
made and had since man was man. 
But what of those who fell ? 
There is no language to express the debt 
we over, the love wo bear to all the dead 
who died for us. 
Words are but barren 
sounds. 
We can but stand beside their 
graves and in the hush and silence feel what 
speech has never told. 
They fought, they died, and for the first 
time since man has kept a record of events 
the heavens bent above and domed a land 
without a serf, a servant, or a slave.—

SAVED 
A 


TRAIN LOAD OF LIVES. 


CAPTAIN 
DRISCO’S 
GHOST 
STORY. 


A curious story comes from France, which 
would delight the hearts of Colonel John 
Hay and Bret Harte. 
M, Grisel, the new­ 
est candidate for the decoration of the 
legion of honor, is a workman. All his life, 
it may be said of him, he had Been his duty, 
a dead sure thing, and went for it there and 
then. 
But thia special opportunity came 
one dark, dismal night in the winter of 
1857. 
A t th at time a man in whose honor 
a grand banquet was to have been given 
the next week at the Ely see Montmartre, 
under the Presidency of Victor Hugo, was 
employed as an engine driver on one of the 
important lines of France. 
M. Grisel was 
driving a train from Claremont to Brisndi. 
A terrible storm was raging, the Hoods were 
ont, and all around the train was as dark 
as pijch. 
When the train stopped at a 
place called Vie le Comte, the sharp cars 
of Grisel, the engine driver, caught the 
■onnd of the rnshiog torrent of the river 
Allier, and he remembered a very danger­ 
ous bridge, which the train -was bound to 
cross. 
It may have been instinct, or a very 
proper sense of precaution, bat the engine 
driver got it into his head that it would be 
ruLuiDg a tremendous risk to pass over the 
train till the fabric had been examined and 
pronounced safe. 
He communicated his 
views to the station master, and w*s 
laughed at for his pains. 
In fact, this 
official, his superior officer, in the interests 
of the company, and with a view, no doubt, 
to expedition, ordered Grisel to proceed at 
once. 
The engine driver refused point 
blank, and by dojng so, at once qualified 
bimself for instant dismissal. 
In snch a 
case ninety-nine men one of every hun­ 
dred would have taken the risk and laid 
no more about it ; but Grisel waa consci­ 
entious, aud remained firm to his point, 
whereupon there followed a strange di­ 
lemma. 
The Btation master lost his tem­ 
per, and was proportionately as irritable as 
the workingman was calm ; bnt so obsti­ 
nate waa the engine driver that it became 
necessary to telegraph to the nearest im­ 
portant station for instructions. 
Long be­ 
fore the return message had been received, 
the anticipated disaster was a fact, and the 
pitiless flood had carried away the bridge 
into the torrent below. 
Then followed a 
scene of great rejoicing. 
The passengers, 
awakened from their 
slumbers by the 
crash, got out of their carriages; and 
when they learned to whose judgment, ex­ 
perience and tact they owed their lives, 
they surrounded the young engineer in or­ 
der to congratulate him on having, by his 
act of resolution, risked dismissal from his 
employment, and been the means of sav­ 
ing at least 1*25 lives from a catastrophe as 
horrible as the Tay bridge accident of later 
years. 


DOSTOEFSKY’g 
PIGEON. 


At a meeting of religious reformers held 
in the house of William H. Banks, East 
Boston, a few evenings since, Captain C. 
P. Driaco, who is well known as an able 
and experienced shipmaster, spoke in sab- 
stance as follows : " Iu the winter of IStiü 
I commanded the ship Harry Booth, bound 
from New York for Dry Tortugas, with a 
cargo of Government stores aud 200 me- 
chauics and laborers to be employed on tho 
fortifications then iu the coarse of con­ 
struction. 
When the ship reached the 
vioinity of Abaco the wind blew a fierce 
norther, with heavy rain ; the sun l*ad 
gone dowo, and the woather soon became 
quite dark. 
To haul off was impossible, 
tne wind blew too fresh to carry sail, and 
the only rational course left was to incur 
the risk of crossing the Bahama Biuks. 
The ship drew fourteen feet, and I could not 
expect that there was much more than 
fifteen feet of water on some parts of the 
banks. 
A foot is very little to spare 
under a ship’s keel, hut I resolved to take 
thi chance, and accordingly squared away 
—that is, put the ship before the wind and 
took my departure from 
Berry Island. 
Having seen everything in order on deck I 
left the chief mate, L. Peterson—a careful 
aud trustworthy officer—iu charge, aud 
went below for a little rest. 
A t 10:50 
o’clock I heard a voice, clear aud distinot, 
say : ‘Go on deck and anchor!’ 
‘W ho 
are you ?’ I demanded, and sprangon deck, 
for I was not a man to take orders from 
anyone. 
I found the ship going aloDg her 
true course, and everything as you could 
wish. I questioned Mr. Peterson if he had 
seen any person enter the cabin, but neither 
he nor the man at the wheel had either 
seen or heard anyone. 
Thinking it may 
have been hallucination, I went below 
again. 
About 11x50 a man with a gray 
greatcoat and slouched hat entered the 
cabin, and, looking me straight in the face, 
commanded me to go on deck and anchor, 
lie then left the cabin deliberately. 
I 
heard 
his 
heavy tread 
as he passed 
before me. 
Once more 
I sprang on 
deck, 
and 
found the 
ship all 
right. 
Sure of my couríe, I was not disposed 
even with this second warning to obey any 
man or anything else, no matter what form 
it may put on. 
Again I went below, but 
not to sleep, for I had everything ou ready 
for a spring on deck. 
At 12:50.4. M. the 
same man entered the cabin, and more im­ 
periously than ever before, said: “ Go ou 
deck and anchor!” 
I recognized at a 
glance that the speaker was my old friend 
Captain John Barton, with whom I had 
sailed when a boy, and. who treated me 
with great kindijpss. 
I sprang on deok, 
rounded the Bhip top and anchored her 
with 50 fathoms of chain. 
Ail hands were 
called and the sails furled. 
Shortly after­ 
wards I felt the ship touch, but neither 
the mate nor any one else noticed it. 
A 
few minutes later, however, all hands felt 
it. 
I threw the lead first from one side’ 
then from the other, and found five fathoms 
(30 feet) of water. 
I was perplexed, and 
asked myself what it could mean, when 
the same voice sang out, ‘ Throw ths line 
over 
the stern !’ 
I did 
so, and to - 
my dismay found only 13& fett. 
(The 
ship drew 14 feet.) 
Í immediately set 
the mizzen 
topsail 
and 
spanker 
and 
backed her clear of the reef, against which 
she sheered every time she brought a strain 
upon her chain. 
The danger was past; 
the ship rode clear of the reef, and sus­ 
tained but little damage when she struck.

was the spirit of a departed friend, Captain 
John Barton, well known as one of the 
best shipmasters in the country. 
He com­ 
manded, among others, the ship Talleyrand 
and Superior, and was esteemed by all whu 
ever knew him. 
My voyage iu tne Harry 
Booth was entirely successful." 


A writer in the journal K atka- relates a 
touching incident in Doatoefsky’s exile in 
Siberia. 
In tbe household of a certain 
officer, to whose charge the novelist and 
other prisoner.- were at one time -commit­ 
ted, was a governess, to whom belonged a 
number of tame pigeons. 
Tbe governess 
was considered to have ‘great influence 
over the officer, and the exiles stood dnly 
in awe of her, though among themselves 
she was spoken of as “ Nyetka ” (a disre­ 
spectful diminutive of Anns). 
“ Nyetka’s 
pigeona need often to fly ÍBto our yard," 
¿aya tbe narrator, "an d many of us looked 
at them with covetous eyes. 
The warders, 
however, kept a sharp lookout that we did 
not catch any of them .” One yoong pig­ 
eon grew particularly attached to Dostoef- 
sky, who fed it regularly with bread, so 
that it came to him every day for its dole. 
At first the warders were for preventing 
this, but seeing that Dostoefsky meant the 
bird no harm they winked at the slight 
indulgence. 
One day the prisoners, on 
account 
of 
some 
nnnsually 
labori­ 
ous 
work 
upon 
which 
they 
had 
been 
employed 
during 
the 
day, 
were brought back to tbe prison a little 
earlier than tbe wonted hour. 
It hap­ 
pened that they passed by the officer’s 
house just as the governess was feeding her 
pigeons. 
A madcap thought came' into 
Dostoefsky’s head. 
He yielded to it, and 
whistled bis favorite to him. 
The birds 
all rose in the air, and the prisoner’s pet 
flew up to him and began circling around 
his head. 
Tbe governess, enraged at this, 
rushed straight up to Dostoefsky : 
" I s it 
you, you scoundrel, who entice away my 
pigeona ? 
Yon shall pay for this 1” 
The 
narrator could not catch the words of 
Dostoefsky'« reply ; they seemed, however, 
to convey some impressive rebuke. 
Con­ 
trary to expectation, Dostoefsky waa not 
punished in any way for his boldness. 
A fortnight later the prisoners learned 
that Nyetka had gone hack to Kuesia, 
taking her pigeons with her. 
But tbe bird 
that the novelist had attached to himself 
continued to come to his hand. 
W hether 
it had escaped and returned of its own ac­ 
cord, or whether it was intentionally left 
for the poor prisoner by the impulsive but 
perhaps good-hearted Nyetka, remained a 
mystery. 
One thiog is certain—the treat­ 
ment of the prisoners grew more harsh 
after her departnre.—fThe Athemeom.

“ W hat do you do with your cocoanut 
shells ?” asked a Jifcord reporter of a promi­ 
nent candy manufacturer. 
"S ell them to 
be made into pepper,” said he, and tbo 
aroused curiosity of tbe reporter was not 
quieted by hie turther statem ent that the 
shells were really ground and used by 
epice-men to adulterate pepper and other 
of their wares. 
Further 
investigation 
showed that a factory where the sheila are 
grounTup is situated at the corner of Line 
street and the railroad in Camdeu, and is 
a oue-atory}brick building, tbe capacity of 
the mill being about two tons of ground 
shells per day. 
Xho sh ells are brought to 
tbe factory in bags, and deposited in the 
roasting departin' at. 
Here they are care­ 
fully scraped, and put in great revolving 
ovens, which are constantly turned over 
beds of blazing coal. 
Some* of the shells 
are roasted a light brown, while others 
come out crisp and black. 
After beirjg 
carefully sorted, the dark shells are put in 
hoppers in the grinding department aud 
reduced to a fine powder like pepper. The 
brcmu shells are not ground so fine, and 
come from the mill looking exactly like 
ground coffee. 
Thia Catndvn factory is 
said to have been in operation for about a 
month. 
The shells cost very little, and 
the milliog is done at an expense of kbont 
2 or about 21¡ cents per pound. 
A representative ot a leading spice house, 
in speaking of this novel preparation, said 
that, while Ilia house bad not nsed it, he 
supposed that it was a harmless adultera­ 
tion for spices. " We have our own method 
of adulteration,” said he, "an d sell to the 
trade probably more adulterated goods than 
pure. 
We can’t help it. 
Thero is no pre­ 
tense on onr part that the lower grades of 
spices are pure. 
We simply sell tbe re­ 
tailer what he wants. 
We sell them spices 
at almost any figure. 
1’epper, for instance, 
as low as eight and Dine cents, but it is 
about as much something elso as it is pep­ 
per. 
It would ruin the trade to prohibit 
adulteration, and, besides, there- are not 
enough spices grown to supply the demand 
of the United .States alone if nothing but 
pure spicts were sold. 
We are constantly 
making experiments to discover the cheap­ 
est harmless foreign m atter with which we 
can mix our goods in order to supply the 
demand for low grades.” 
The powder made from gronnd cocoanut 
shells has a fine color, and on account of 
its weight and appearance is considered by 
spice manufacturers to be choice adulteret- 
ing material.—[Rhiladelphia Record. 


A 
SIMPLE 
BAROMETER. 


A correspondent of the En<jli»h Mtchanic 
thus describee a simple barometer : 
Take 
a gla-s lube about seven inches long, end 
about two-thirds of an inch internal diame­ 
ter, and draw out one end before ths blow­ 
pipe to a point, leaving a very small orifice 
about 1-100 to 1-G0 of an inch diameter. 
This end of the tube should not be quite 
sharp, but somewhat ronnded. 
A cork-is 
prepared to fit tightly the wide end of the 
tube, and if the cork ia made of cork, its 
sides or upper ends should be greased or 
coated with paraliiae, the lower end being 
left uncoated. 
A rubber cork would an­ 
swer better. The tube should now be about 
half filled with distilled water, although 
the exact higbt is of no couseqnence, and 
the cork firmly inserted. 
The tube should 
be suspended with the point downward 
near the window, and it should never be 
shaken. 
When the barometric pressure is 
low, indicating rain, a drop of water will 
appear at the orifice, and hang to the 
lower 
end of the tube. 
When 
the 
barometric 
pressure 
rises, 
the 
drop 
w.U 
disappear, 
and 
a 
bubble 
of 
air may sometimes be teeD in the set of 
entering by the narrow o'pening. 
If more 
than one drop ie extruded, of course they 
will fall, but one drop will always remain 
suspended. 
I have had a tube of this de­ 
scription hanging iu my laboratory, says 
the writer, for two years, and I tiod its in 
dications for rain and dry weather most un­ 
erring. 
The only error arises from ex­ 
tremely sudden rise of temperature, which 
wi'l sometimes forco a drop of water out 
by expansion, although the 
barometric 
pressure is high ; but in that case the drop 
soon drieB up ; in the other case it hangs 
persistently, aud will iu many instaací s in­ 
dicate the approach of rain thirty hours 
before the appearance of the storm. Before 
rain the drop does not dry up, because then 
the atmosphere is saturated with moisture. 
The sensitiveness of this weather-glass de­ 
pends upon the difference of tension be­ 
tween the surrounding atmosphere and tbe 
air within the tube, the latter expanding or 
contracting according as the barometría 
pressure is low or high.

T he W heatland farmers, in th sir resolu­ 
tions last w eek, have declared war upon 
all kinds of mining. 
They say they will rest 
satisfied w ith nothing less than the com­ 
plete restoration of the rivers to their 
original purity, aud as the restoration of 
the rivers to their original purity is im ­ 
possible unless every description of mining 
is put a stop to, the resolution referred to 
evidently commits its approvers to th a t 
sweeping policy. 
It is but a short tim e 
since the farm ers m et in Convention in this 
city, and declared that they had no quarrel 
w ith any other branch of mining thau hy 
draulic. 
M ayor Bingham, of Marysville, 
addressed the Convention, and slid th at all 
the injury complained of was inflicted by 
seven or eight of the principal hydraulic 
mines. 
T hat all the injury inflicted by 
other mining could be tolerated. 
T hat 
the A nti-Debris Association did not, and 
would not, m ake war upon any other 
species 
of 
mining. 
Judge Temple in 
hia 
recent * decision 
referred 
to 
the 
action of this Convention, and proceeded 
upon the assum ption th a t the course of 
the fanners on th a t occasion had been 
taken in good faith. 
He points out that 
he has refused to decide in favor of the 
plaintiffs on their demand for complete 
restoration of the rivers to their original 
purity on the ground this would involve 
the abandonm ent of m ining altogether. 
Yet w ith this rem inder of theirow n delara- 
tions before them , and in the teeth of 
Judge Tem ple’s decision, the \ \ heatland 
farm ers now ignore their previous under* 
taking, and assert th a t they will not cease 
from litigation until they have destroyed 
the entire mining interest of the State, in­ 
cluding qnarlz, drift and seam as well 
as hydraulic mining. 
This is a strange new departure, and it ie 
for the men who adopted the resolutions 
at the W heatland m eeting to explain, if 
they can, the apparently irreconcilable po­ 
sitions -they have taken at such brief inter­ 
vals. 
For m any m onths past all the 
organs of the extrem e anti-debris side have 
labored to persuade the quartz and drift 
and seam m iners th a t there was no hos­ 
tility to them ; th a t only the hydraulic 
miners were opposed or would b e ; and 
th a t therefore it was not necessary for the 
other m iners to m ake common cause w ith 
the hydraulic men. 
Now, however, this 
pretense is dung aside, and it is boldly de­ 
clared th a t every kind of mining m ust stop. 
Judge Tem ple's decision seems to have 
operated as a touchstone to test the good 
faith of the professions made at the late 
A nti-D ebris Convention, and very rem ark­ 
able are tfce results of its application. But 
apart from the singularity of the new de­ 
parture of the W heatland fanners, it is 
quite obvious th a t there is anything but 
unanim ity among the anti-debris people in 
regard to the situation developed by Judge 
Tem ple’s decision. 
The W heatland farm 
ers declare them selves not satisfied w ith it. 
They denounce any and all d im projects 
and they say th a t they m ust have com­ 
plete aDd absolute purification of the rivers. 
A t M arysville there seems to be a divided 
sentim ent, some being in favor of a com­ 
promise, and the more rabid taking the 
W heatland 
position. 
The Colusa Sun 
thinks the decision may be made the basis 
of an agreem ent between the contestants. 
Even the S u tter Farmer is of a very similar 
opinion. 
B ut the resolutions adopted at 
such public m eetings as have been held 
still breathe threatenings and slaughter. 
The anti-debris organs have w ith curious 
haste declared against a jo in t Convention, 
b ut it is perfectly evident th a t even if the 
farm ers will not enter a joint Convention 
it is in order for them to call another Con­ 
vention of their own side, for the purpose 
of reaching an understanding as to the na­ 
ture of their future debris creed. 
The 
position taken at W heatland the other day 
is clearly one w hich cannot be adhered to. 
A deliberate proposition to p u t a stop to 
all miiñng w ould change th e character of 
the controversy at once, and bring into it 
new factors cf sufficient im portance to en­ 
danger the position of the farmers. 
No 
appeal to public opinion upon such a pro­ 
gram m e could be made w ith any hope of 
success, aud the only result of the attem pt 
would be to create a reaction of a very 
dam aging character. 
N or is this the only 
consideration which m ay be urged against 
the W heatland m anifesto. 
I t is therein 
announced th a t the one thing needful is 
the stoppage of all mining. 
Now this is 
an egregious error. 
The stoppage of all 
mining to-morrow woald not satliae either 
to protect the valley lands or to clarify the 
w aters of the rivers. 
The best engineers 
on the coast have estim ated th a t there are 
350,000,000 yards of debris in the upper 
channels of the rivers, and th a t all of this 
will come down. 
The same engineers esti­ 
m ate th a t even if not another ounce of 
debris were p u t into the river beds, it 
would take from live to seven years to get 
rid of the accum ulations already there. 
It follows from this th at (as the R ecord- 
U sio v has always insisted), it is necessary 
to take measnrea for im pounding the debris, 
whether 
or 
not hydraulic 
mining is 
stopped. 
Those, therefore, who denounce 
all dams, and clamor 
for nothing bnt 
the stoppage of mining, evidently do not 
understand either the situation or their 
own interests. 
They understand the lat­ 
ter so little, in fact, th at if they had their 
way we should be willing to wager th at 
w ithin six m onths they would be dem and­ 
ing the dams they now decry so fool­ 
ishly. 
The 
plain tru th is th a t dams 
are necessary and indispensable, and if 
the miners do not bnild them the farmers 
will have to do the work them selves ; and 
th at this necessity is wholly independent 
of any judicial decisions or processes of 
Court. 
The farm ers will m ake a fatal 
mistake if they imagine th a t Judge Tem ­ 
ple’s decision has given them everything 
th at is necessary for 
their protection. 
They heed protection against the debris 
already in the river beds, and because they 
cannot do w ithout such protection it is 
their interest to seize the present juncture 
for a settlem ent of the case. 
They are 
false friends to the valley who try to per­ 
suade them th a t litigation alone Í9 suffi 
cient for their needs, and they have read 
Judge Tem ple’s decision to very little pur­ 
pose who imagine th a t it leaves the miners 
oo standing ground. 
The first thing to be 
done, however, is to retreat from the 
untenable positions involved in the W heat­ 
land resolutions ; unless indeed it is the 
deliberate purpose of the Anti-Debris peo­ 
ple to include all mining in their assaults.

represent the Pacific coaat upon the Board, 
bat really after the m anner in which the 
Pacifio coast expressed its views upon the 
President on the occaeion of the Chinese 
bill veto, be can hardly be expected to en­ 
tertain a very loving regard for its people ; 
and it is scarcely reasonable to suppose th at 
he would go oat of his way to compliment 
it. 
The Salt Lake Tribune ia dreadfully 
“ worked n p ” over the neglect of U tah 
talent in the appointm ents, but we are in ­ 
clined to the opinion th a t the President 
was justified in declining to take anyone 
from th at T erritory. 
The feeling between 
the Mormons and the U tah G entiles is so 
bitter th a t it would perhaps be difficult to 
find one of the latter who would not be 
amenable to the charge of undue bias. 
Now it is clearly necessary th a t the mem 
bsra of such a Commission should be un ­ 
prejudiced, and to secure an unprejudiced 
Board it was alm ost necessary to go outside 
of Utah. 
For this reason we think the 
Tribune strictures on the President unfair 
and irrational. 
T hey are in fact as in­ 
tem perate, and as indicative of blind lesent- 
tnent and local passion, as were many of the 


strictures of California journals upon Mr. 
A rthur when he vetoed the Chinese bill. 
Such attacks may chime w ith local feclÍDg, 
bu t they do not convince the larger out­ 
w ard world, nor do they as a rifle indict 
any injury upon those against whom they 
are directed.

lay of between five and six millions. 
Be­ 
fore the A rrears of Pensions are all got 
rid of it is now certain th a t more than 
$300,000,000 will have been taken out of 
the Treasury, and yet when the bill was 
first introduced its sponsors gravely as­ 
serted th a t it woald not require more than 
$20,000,000. 
If the enorm ous sunf now 
dem anded by this legislation was to be all 
expended in rew arding patriotic men and 
in relieving their families, the burden upon 
the country would be endurable. 
B at it 
is not so. 
Probably th irty per cent, of 
the whole am ount will be appropriated by 
impostors, and thus Congress will be pay­ 
ing heavy prem iums for system atic fraud. 
A t present Congress appears proud of its 
share in this business, b u t it does not need 
the gift of prophesy to foresee th a t in a 
few years the m onstrous waste and peca- 
lation and im postare generated and fostered 
by this- law cinst disgust and enrage the 
country, and finally cause its prom oters to 
be as anxious to disclaim as they are now 
eager to claim, participation in the work.

T opek a (Kansas). June 18th.—A heavy 
storm nf wind and rain visited this county 
about 12 o’clock Friday night, doing consider­ 
able damage to houses in the city and coun­ 
try, and breaking down trees. 
No loss of life 
or stock is reported. 
S t . L o u is, June 18th.—The Republican t 
Kansas City special says; The severest and 
most destructive wind and rain storm that 
has visited the city in years occurred between 
1 and 2 o'clock Saturday morning. 
The ve­ 
locity of the wind is estimated at sixty miles 
per hour. 
Tbe rainfall was heavy 
and 
the lightning 
terrific. 
In 
the morning 
the city presented a frightful spectacle. 
Not a single equare in town escaped the fury 
of the Blorm. 
The streets in every quarter 
were strewn with signs, awnings, limbs of 
trees, roofs and debris of all descriptions. 
Scarcely an exposed building in the city re­ 
mained whole. chimDeys being blown down, 
roofs taken off, and in many cases houses be­ 
ing ruined.

Tbe bridge cost $10,000. 
The street rail­ 
road stables, corner of Madison and Seven­ 
teenth streets, were damaged from 38,000 to 
$10,000, and the Court house suffered to 
about the same extent. 
Coates’ Opera House 
lost its roofs, all tbe hotels were more or less 
damaged, and business houses and dwellings 
ia every part of the city suffered greater or 
less injury. 
The total loss will probably 
reach $300,000. 
Information from the sur­ 
rounding country shows that the storm was 
pretty general, and that gieat dauM$e has 
been done to crops and nearly all kinds of 
property.

W a s h in g to n , June 18th.—A fter a contin 
uous session of eight hoar», the House la-1 
night pas»ed the river and harbor bill by a 
vote of 119 to 41. 
B ut little change has bceu 
made in th 9 bill as reported by the commit­ 
tee, and only one amendment, involving a 
change in the am ount of appropriation, was 
agreed to, this being an item of $250,000 f >r 
the improvement cf the Great Kauawba 
river iu W est Virginia. 
Representative Berry made an ineffectual 
effort to increase the appropriation fur the 
improvement and protection of the navigation 
nf the navigable channels of the Sacramento 
and Feather rivers from 8250,000 to 3500,000. 
Holman of Indiana moved to reduce the 
appropriation to 8100,000 on the ground that 
the engineer’s report only asked for $100,000, 
and because he was opposed to appropriating 
money to improve California rivers when 
California people filled them up by hydraulic 
mining, 
Page opposed Holm an’s amendment. 
He 
said the engineer had made a supplemental 
report, asking for $510,000 for the improve­ 
ment and protection of these rivers, and 
called attention to the fact that from the 
proc as of hydraulic mining carried on in the 
mountains during the past thirty years the 
channels of these rivers have been gradually 
fillii g up. 
The California State Legislature 
had appropriated half a million atollara to 
protect these rivers, but the Supreme Conrt 
had declared the Act unconstitutionaL 
He 
had read from the Clerk’s desk a telegram 
from the San Francisco Board of Trade, in 
which the delegation was requested to utge 
upon Congress the great importance to the 
agricultural and commercial interests of ap­ 
propriating immediately a sum sufficient to 
protect the channeis of these livers. 
Representative Berry, in support of hie 
amendment, said there had been a conflict 
going on for years between the agricultural, 
commercial and mining interests of the State. 
The agriculturists seek to enjoin the procese 
of hydraulic mining, and in his opinion the 
only solution of the difficulty was in some 
such measure as the present for the protection 
-of the rivers. 
The channels of the rivers had, 
during the past thirty years, been filled to an 
average of fifteen feet. 
Even should tbe.hy­ 
draulic process bs suppressed, some remedy 
would still be needed against the accumula­ 
tion of earth, which was being waahtd 
down 
into 
the 
rivers 
with 
every 
flood, 
and 
which 
amounted 
now 
to 75,000,000 cubic yards. 
Eighty millions of 
cubic yarila per annum were washed down, 
and if something were not done the upper 
bay of San Francisco would be soon de­ 
stroyed. 
He quoted extracts from the opin­ 
ions of prominent engineers,* to show th at if 
this process of hydranlic mining were allowed 
to go on, there would soon be nothing left of 
the rivers but a chancel to drain the water­ 
shed». 
After a few words íd addition by Mr. 
Page, in which he heartily indorsed Berry’s 
statements, the 
amendments were 
voted 
down, and the item appropriating $250,000 
passed. 
This bill, although larger by $6,000,000 
than any river and harbor bill ever brought 
into the House, occupied in its passage only 
three days, including one day for debate, and 
this ie unprecedented. 
The E nd A pproaching. 
W a sh in g t o n, June 18th.—Tbe osaaasin has 
as yet shown no fear of meeting death, al­ 
though it is expected hy the jail officials that 
he will break dow at the last moment. 
Ten 
m urderers have been hung at the jail since it 
was built, and only one of them showed signs 
of fear on the scaffold. The fact that Guiteau 
boa shown himself to be a consummate cow­ 
ard is the reason why the jailer believes he 
will break down before the execution takes 
place. 
He is ioclined to be serious, and in­ 
dulges in no bravado ; but says he has not 
abandoned the hope that the President will 
reprieve him. 
The prisoner is under surveil­ 
lance day and night, and no one is allowed to 
speak with him excepting his counsel and Dr.

Gniteau passes most of hie time in reading 
the Bible, an occupation which is peculiarly 
appropriate to a person in his situation.

The gallows is a permanent structure, and 
always in position.

Advices have been received from Valpa 
raiso to May Oth, from Lim a to May 11th, 
and from Panam a to M ay 24th : 


CHILE. 
Desperate deeds of crim e continue to be 
reported from the Uhileao provinces. 
The Revista del Sur, of Conception, says 
th a t a gang of m urderers and thieves known 
as the Mendoza bandits have assassinated 
five peiaons at Cabrero, near to Mulchen, 
which com pletes a dozen victim s in a very 
short space ot tim e. 
A later report from 
Angeles says three famous highwaym en 
and assassins, brothers, of tho nam e of 
Mendoza, w aylaid and m urdered Dun R u­ 
perto de la Fuente while on his way to his 
farm, near to Santa Fe. 
A police force 
was sent in pursuit of the assassins, and all 
three of them were killed. 
Several accom- 
plicea of the Mendozas have been captured. 
In Chilian, on the night of A pril 23 J, 
fourteen robbers broke down tbe door of 
the house of Senor Pedro Ilesas, and m ur­ 
dered hiui. 
T hey also stabbed his m other, 
b u t she contrived to escape and to elnde 
recapture. 
Tbe villains next fell upon an 
old servant woman and all b u t killed her, 
because she was unable to tell them where 
money was hid. 
A t Linares, during a general quarrel 
which occurred, a few days ago, at a m ar­ 
riage, a yonng fellow who had come ont of 
the bloody battles of Chorrillos and M ira­ 
dores unscathed, was treacherously stabbed 
to death. 
A t San Fernando a terrible crim e was 
lately com m itted. 
Cosme Farfan Gon­ 
zalez, form erly a private in-a cavalry regi­ 
m ent, quarreled w ith one Jorquera, and to 
be revenged he took the son of the latter, 
a lad of eight years, and after cattin g his 
throat, divided the body into ten parte. 
Two fatal accidents occurred at Santiago 
May 1st. 
A man slipped and fell on the 
rails, was so frightfully m angled th a t his 
rem ains had to be sown np in a sack. 
A n­ 
other m an who was leaning out of a car 
window was killed by his head coming in 
contact w ith an abutm ent of the Mapocho 
bridge. 
A freight train for Talcahuano ran off 
the rails a few days ago and seven cars 
were smashed to pieces. 
A t Concepcion, Antonio U. M cndiburu 
has left $12,500 to be distributed in dowries 
of $500 to girls desirous of m arrying or of 
taking the veil. 
Lieutenant-Colonel 
D ronilly, 
of 
the 
Chilean arm y, has set o at to inspect the 
forts he founded in the Cordillera in De­ 
cem ber last, and to relieve the garisons. 
I t is reported th a t he will proceed as far as 
the A rgentine forts, which sre being built 
on th e northern bank of the river Agrio, 
for th e purpose of conferring w ith the 
A rgentine com m ander about a combined 
attack upon the Indians. 
The Trans-A ndine Railw ay, betw een the 
A rgentine Confederation and 
Chile, 
íb 
actively progressing to com pletion on the 
A rgentine side of the Cordilleras, bnt 
hardly any work is proceeding on the side 
of Chile.

TKRU AND BOLIVIA. 
Telegraphic com m unication has been re­ 
established between Callao and Valparaiso 
since the 7th of May. 
Of tbe arm s which Pierola purchased in 
Buenos Ayres 4,000 rifles and six K rupp 
cannons have arrived in Bolivia. 
The V ice-President of Bolivis, Senor Sa­ 
linas and Senor Zilveti, the M inister of 
Foreign Altairs, have declared th a t the 
term s snd conditions of peace as laid down 
by Chile in tbe Trescott- Balmaseda proto­ 
col are unacceptable to Bolivia, 
Colonel M anuel Velarde, cx-M inister of 
Garcia Calderon, is charged w ith the Chief 
M agistracy of the city of Arequipa. 
Con­ 
siderable alarm was excited in tho city of 
M isti on the 7th of May, when a Chilean 
body of soldiers disem barked a t Moliendo 
A correspondent of the Panam a Canal 
■ays : Even the Chilean organs in Lima 
express them selves as horrified at the 
cruelties com m itted by the soldiers of Col­ 
onel Canto in the province of liuanasayo. 
The hatchery of Indians has been fright­ 
ful, and several villages were com pletely 
burned down. 
The details of the atrocities 
com m itted ore so fearful th a t I alm ost 
think them exaggerated.

S atu rd ay night Sacram ento p u t on holiday 
robes to welcome the visiting organizations of 
the T u rn -V ertin th a t assem bled here for the 
eighth annual T orn-B ezirk. 
The Sacram ento 
T urn-V erein A ssociation had m ade ample 
preparation for a fitting reception, and had 
the kindly aid of very mr;uy other citizens, 
who united w ith them to m ake the occasion 
one w orthy cf the capital city. 
A t half-past 
8 the Sacram ento Association, accompanied 
by visitors already arrived from Chico, M arys­ 
ville and Stockton, m arched to the depot 4o 
rec ive the guests from San Francisco. 
The 
train was a half hour late, as seems usually 
to be the case when there is special reason to 
have it arrive on tim e. 
T his kept a crowd of 
some 2,000 people in w aiting a t the station, 
but it was a good-natured com pany, and w ith 
the m usic of the bands and the excitem ent 
incident to the occasion, the tim e passed more 
agreeably th an to the w aiting thousands th at 
lined the streets along the line of the proposed 
m arch. 
Finally, however, the guests were 
received, the line form ed and tLe m arch 
begar. 
T he lice was a very haudsom e one. 
The streets w ere crowded w ith i>eople, and 
the

and 
balconies 
were tilled 
w ith 
pleaded 
spectators.

Its proportions are adm irable and 
its seating and lighting arrangem ents excel­ 
lent. 
T he pulpit, altar-table and altar rail 
alone are ornam ental, b u t the m oldiogs and 
trim m ings of the in terio r are chsste and 
graceful. 
T he exterior of the building is 
very attractive. 
T he pulp it and a lta r rail 
were yesterday very tastefully and profusely 
decorated ^ w ith

ladies,

the church. 
Services 
were

a . m., 
when 
Bishop 
J . J . E sher, of Chicago, preached the first 
sermon 
delivered 
in 
the 
new 
church. 
There were iu attendance beside the Bishop 
Rev. H . W . A xthelm , the pastor of the 
church, and to whcse energy, patience and 
perseverance is due iu large p a rt the fact th a t 
such a building has been p u t up here ; Rev. 
F. W . Voegelfcia, of San Francisco, Presid- 
ieg E ld er of the C alifornia Conference, but 
who is soon to leave for Jap a n , goiug ou t as a 
missionary of th e ch u rch ; Rev. A . H aas, of 
N eb rask a; R ev. Jas. Croasm an, of Oregon, 
bu t who is aoon to m ove to Sacram ento, and 
Rev. R . Steahli, of S an ta A na, Los Angeles 
county. 
A s this service th e first Hinging in 
the chnrch a ttra c ted m uch attention, and 
w ith the organ accom panim ent had a mark<ul 
pleasiug effect, owing to the very fine acoustic 
properties of the auditorium . 
A t 3 P. M. a union service was held, or 
rath er a service in the 
English 
tongue, 
at 
which 
P residing 
E lder 
V oegelein 
presided, and m ade an address. 
H e was fol­ 
lowed by Rev. M r. Croasm an. 
T hen came 
addresses by R ev. H . H . Rice, of the W est­ 
m inster P resbyterian 
C hurch ; 
R ev. D r. 
Dwiuell, of th e C ongregatioual 
C h u rc h ; 
Kev H . J. B ecker, of the U n ited B rethren 
Church, and R ev. X . Slater, of the P resby­ 
terian C hurch. 
T he addresses were vary cor­ 
dial ana encouraging to th e new C hurch. 
In 
conclusion, B isio p E sher m ade a response 
to the congratulaii m s extended by the clergy­ 
men nam ed, 
la this address he said th e a ct­ 
ual num ber of com m unicants of tho C hurch 
was 115,000. 
A bout one-thiid of the m em ­ 
bership w orship in the English tongue, aud 
tw o-tinrds in the G erm an 
tongue. 
The 
Church is grow ing rapidly, and all the outlook 
for the C hurch he s^id was encouraging. I t has 
been eighteen years since the first m inister of 
the church cam e uj»oa the coast. 
T here are 
now fifteen m inisters, and the prospects are 
good for the church, but still th e organiza­ 
tion here is weak, com paratively, and the 
w ork is largely m issionary. 
T he m issionary 
work in G erm any is laige a i d is resulting 
excellently. 
In 
m any foreigu 
parts the 
church has valiant m issionaries. 
H um an ef­ 
fort doc9 m uch, bu t only by G od’s grace cau 
there be success. 
H e w anted the church here 
to s ta rt witlf G od’s sp irit iu the hearts of the 
m em bers, th a t there m ay be built up a true 
and liviug church here. 
T h a t is the object 
of th is mission ; nothing else constrained the 
laborers to establish the church in Sacram ento. 
Tfie exercises concluded w ith a statem ent of 
the cost and value of the church, which the 
Presiding E lder detailed. 
F o r the lot aud parsonage $2,050 was paid. 
T he church building and its fittings cost 
about $2,G00. 
O ther costs m ade th e whole 
nearly $5,000. 
Of this, $3,000 has been 
secured by subscriptions and contributions, 
$1,000 was given by the M issionary B oard at 
the E ast. 
There is thus left on the chnrch 
about $1,500 of debt. 
In the evening th e Bishop and P residing 
E lder conducted the dedicatory exercises ac­ 
cording to the ritual of the church, and the 
Bishop preached the serm on, taking bis tex t 
from 1 P eter xi. 12; “ YVhich things the 
angels desired to look in to .” 
H e said th at 
the tex t calls forth the question, W h at is it 
th a t the angels should desire to look into ? 
Do they not dw ell w ith God and behold his 
glory, view the m ystery of eternity ? 
A nd 
yet a desire arises iu them to tu rn th eir eyes 
aw ay from the accustom ed vision to another 
object, alike m ysterious and glorious. 
W h at 
is it th at thus attracted their attention ? 
A ccording to the contents of th e preceding 
verses it is the redem ption of the w orld and 
the salvation of sinners by the L ord Jesus 
(Jurist, as proclaim ed to the w orld by the 
got pel. 
Angels are creatures, and as such finite 
beings. 
T heir know ledge of God, who is in ­ 
finite, cannot be absolute. 
Therefore new 
revelations ap p sar to them in the m anifesta­ 
tions of G od. 
Such a m anifestation was the 
creation, 
especially 
th a t 
of 
m an, add 
still 
m ere 
G od’s 
dealings 
w ith his 
disobedient 
hum an 
children. T he angels 
had 
«witnessed 
G od’s 
judgm ents 
upon 
their feliows who had rebelled. 
W h a t else 
could they expect w hen m an transgressed ? 
B ut they were disappointed, for God showed 
m ercy—mercy to the sinner, som ething th a t 
angels had never before seen. 
B u t w hy is 
this difference in G od’s dealings w ith fallen 
angels and fallen m an ? 
The angels had re­ 
belled; 
m an had 
disobeyed. 
Besides, the 
very origin of his being is in God. 
T here­ 
fore, G jd so loved the w oild th a t he gave bis 
only begotten son, aod he gave him for us 
all. 
T his the angels desired to look into, and 
also into the continuous and increasing m ani­ 
festations cf this love down throngh tne ages 
—ages of m an’s increasing degeneracy—u ntil 
the tim e was fulfilled, and God becam e flesh 
and dw elt am ong us. 
T he angels had beheld

city.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Gius?ppe Garibaldi, who died on the even­ 
ing of June 2. 1882, was a native of Nice, 
born oa the 221 of July, 1807. 
His father 
was a sailor. 
A t the early a¿.e cf eight the 
boy ie*cued a woman from drowning. 
His 
education was irregular an! Ltghcted tip to 
Ijii fourteenth ytar, tu t he passionately loved 
tbe history of Italy. 
A t the ago menticued 
oe was s* n t to Genoa to school, from whence 
he and three fellow-; npila ci-caped iu a boat. 
They were overtaken by Garibaldi’s father in 
a faster «hip aLd returned to the school. 
In 
a short time after young G arftaldi went to 
nea and continued a sailor for ceTeral years. 
On one of his voyages he became a member 
of a secret society of which Mazzii.i was a 
ouster spirit. 
The consequence of this act 
was hi* »uforced flight from Italy in Febru­ 
ary, 1S34. 
He made his home in Marseilles, 
where he learned that he had been cocd.mned 
to death. 
From Marseilles he sailed to Rio 
Janeiro. 
A fter a failure in business, in 
which disaster his friend Rosetti shared, he 
joined iLe cau>-o cf the Republic cf Rio 
Grande against Brazil. 
He was wounded in 
battle and made a prisoner of war. 
Upon 
his release Le joined Rosetti at Montevideo. 
His services to the republic lasted fourteen 
years. 
When news of the European agita­ 
tions of 1848 reached him, he left Montevideo 
for Italy, accompanied by his wife and three 
children and a large number of Italians who 
had served under him iu war. 
They landed 
at Nice, from whence they proceeded *to 
the seat of the war then in progress be­ 
tween Charles Albert, King cf Sardinia, and 
Austria. 
He and his companions fought 
bravely, but were overpowered and the little 
army disbanded. 
When, in October, 1848, 
Mazzini, Sa|ii and Armellius headed a repub­ 
lic of which Rome was the center, Garibaldi 
and his companions served under it, and took 
a glorious part in the defense of the city 
against the French army. 
H is wife died in 
consequence of the fatigues and Bufferings 
she endured during the campaign which re­ 
sulted in the downfall of the Republic, the 
arrest cf Garibaldi and the decree of banish­ 
m ent pa?89d against him. 
He came to New 
York in the summer of 1850, and during 
about four years earned a subsistence iu 
various «ecunations. 
A t < ne time he had a 
cigar stand in N tw York, then, in partner­ 
ship with a fellow-countryman named Mu- 
chce, who still resides on JStaten Idand, was a 
candle manufacturer iu that place. 
He after­ 
wards rem ovedlo Snn Fraucieco, and became 
a traveling merchant in China r.cd Peru. 
Ia 
18c4 he returned to Italy and made his home 
at Genoa. His occupation was that of Captain 
in tho merchant marine, which he followed 
until the beginning of the war of 1859. when 
King Victor Emmanuel made him head of the 
Voiuntears, with the rank of Major-General. 
He did excellent service for the allied forces of 
France and Piedmont against the Austrians 
in tbe war which rcfeulted in the union of the 
n rLh of Italy under the sway i f Victor Em ­ 
manuel, and to Garibaldi’s intense di-gust, 
the transfer of Savoy and Nice to France. 
On May 5,1860, Garibaldi and fifteen hundred 
men made his celebrated descent upon Sicily, 
in the principal cities of which he established 
provisional governments and prepared the 
way f or the attachm ent of the i-land to Victor 
Emmanuel’s kingdom. 
In September,-1800, 
he wrested Naples from the tyrant Bomba 
and Italy became one with the exception of 
Rome and Venice when the kingdom of the 
two Sicilies was merged into that previously 
ruled by Victor Emmanuel. 
Garibaldi had 
meanwhile gone to Caprera, his rocky home, 
where he now sleeps his last re?t. 
In April, 
1801, he was elected a member of the Italian 
Chamber of Deputies, and, in 1802, appointed 
Geneial iu-Chief of the National Guard. In 
the eame year he landed with twenty-two 
hundred men and began ^ march Tin Rome, 
which resulted 
in 
his defeat and cap­ 
ture 
at 
the 
battle 
near 
Aspromonte. 
In 
October 
he 
was 
released 
and 
re­ 
turned 
to 
Caprera. 
Two 
years after 
he resigned his seat in the Chamber of Depu­ 
ties. 
Garibaldi assisted Prus-ia and Italy 
against Austria in the war of I860. 
In 1867 
he organized another army to invade Rome, 
and in November of that year was defeat'd 
by Papal and French troops at Mentana. He 
retired to Caprera after the short imprison­ 
ment which succeeded this attem pt. 
When, 
after the collapse of the empire at SedaD, 
France was struggling against fearful odds to 
jepel the invading Germans, the aged hero 
and his son Rieciotti bravely aided the 
weaker cause. 
In February, 1871, he was 
elected a Deputy to the National Assembly 
in Paris, but did not take his seat. 
He was 
elected a member of the Italian Parliam ent 
in 1875, and has since been active iu the pro­ 
motion of schemes for the deviation of the 
Tiber and the improvement of tbe Campagna. 
H e died of bronchitis. 
Garibaldi lived more 
than ten years after the unification of Italy 
had been coofummated by the capture of 
Rome, one result of the downfall 6f Napo­ 
leon III., whose troops had upheld the Papal 
Government.
